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AN OUNCE OF PREVENTION... 
By Earl Spencer, KA4FQU 

One of Mother Nature’s most awesome and damaging feats of 
power is the Lightning Strike. She delivers it without warning, 
striking hard and fast and leaves almost before we know she hit us. 
She does leave proof that she was here, usually in the form of 
damage to house and/or contents. If the contents happen to be in 
the Ham Shack, it can be very expensive to say the least. 

There is very little that can be done to prevent the happening but 
much that be done to minimize the damage that results, especially 
with electronic equipment. This may be a little late in the season to 
start thinking about lightning storms, however next year is coming. 

I have heard of more strikes on antennas and ham shacks this 
year than in all my 30 years here and one chap I know has been hit 
for the third time. There is not much that can be done to prevent a 
strike on your antennas because they are usually the highest 
structure in the area and are usually grounded via the supporting 
tower which makes them quite attractive to lightning. 

There is much that can be done inside the shack to minimize or 
eliminate any damage and this should become a part of your 
operating habit; annoying, perhaps, but wise, indeed. 

Disconnect all antennas from any equipment and let the leads 
hang loose, preferably as far away from any metal or gear as 
possible. Do not ground an antenna lead!! Disconnecting them at 
the base of the tower is the best way to keep the lightning outside of 
the house. This method is not always practical and could be in- 
convenient if it is pouring down rain. 

Disconnect all power lines from any source of AC. Lightning can 
strike a block away and still get into your shack via power lines. 
Remember with today’s solid state rigs it does not take much to 
destroy something — especially computers. The easiest way to do 
this is to use multi-plug strips so you only have one or two plugs to 
pull to disconnect everyting. Keep in mind the power load on a 
circuit when you use this method. For those of you that have rigs 
which have memory backup, use a battery with a trickle charger 


on the battery. Don’t forget miscellaneous equipment such as the 


telephone. TV monitors, organs, etc. Most people don’t bother with 
this type of gear but I know of two garage door openers that ‘‘went 
west”’ in the past month. 

Iam currently working on a couple pieces of interface equipment 
to do all this very quickly and easily and perhaps in the future will 
pass along the method used. 

Remember that these precautions will save your gear as well as 
possibly your shack, or home or life and is well worth thinking 
about before next year’s thunderstorms arrive. An ounce of 
prevention is worth a truckload of gear.

Recently there have been inquiries about membership in the 
PBARC, Inc. We hope your questions will be answered here and 
now. The Council is an umbrella agency serving the entire amateur 
community. The Executive Committee and the reaminder of the 
Board of Directors including the EC act as the Emergency Co- 
ordiantor for all of Palm Beach County. 

The Council provides structure, direction and leadership through 
a carefully planned County-Wide Emergency Plan. In time of a 
local or area-wide disaster the Plan goes into effect. Advance 
arrangements with disaster and disaster-support groups have been 
secured and personal relationships with agency heads have also 
been established and maintained through effective and meaningful 
communication on a regular basis. Drills throughout the year are 
planned to test our Emergency Plan and afford us the opportunity 
of a County-Wide Inter-agency working session to augment our 
numerous (talking) meetings. 

Our traveling Disaster Committee composed of Manny, W4SS, 
Ken WD4KSO, Jon WD4KSN, Jim WD4BCC, and Joe AA4MC, seek 
input and regional cooperation by visiting organized groups, 
amateur leaders, ARRL officials and EOC throughout South 
Florida. 

By State Charter our non-profit group makes its decisions by vote 
of the executive committee (officers), however at our monthly 
meetings we ask for suggestions and constructive opinion regar- 
ding the needs of individuals and groups. Our clearing-house keeps 
‘a calendar of up-coming events (runs, walk-a-thons, drills, etc.) so 
that there will be little or no conflict of activity on a given date.

A couple of weeks ago, as I watched passengers deplaning in 
Orlando, I saw a person with a green and white box containing a 
popular 2m FM transceiver. I asked him what his callsign was and 
after a moment’s hesitation, he replied 147.99 and then he disap- 
peared quickly down the jet-way. All of us who are radio amateurs 
should try to keep our frequencies free of bootleggers. Bootleggers 
have been around almost since Marconi’s first transatlantic ‘‘S”’ 
was recieved at Signal Hill, St. Johns, NFLD, but they are illegal, 
do nothing to advance _ our hobby, and often interrupt legitimate 
users of the amateur allocations. Some bootleggers who purchase 2 
meter FM gear are not even really aware of the requirement to 
have an amateur license to use it, and most just don’t give a darn, 
Face it: if you want a ‘‘semi-private radio telephone circuit,” 2 
meters can provide it quite easily and at moderate cost too. 
Because Miami is the commercial jump off point to much of the 
Caribbean, Central and South America, lots of amateur gear in- 
tended for non-amateur uses apparently is purchased in Miami for 
export, but possibly the I.T.U. or State Dept. are the only con- 
trollers of sales of transmitters in that case. If you hear an 
unlicensed operator, please do not encourage him to continue 
operating by QSOing him (or her). One more note on FM: please 
remember that some subjects should not be discussed on repeat- 
ers; you never know who may be listening these days with a 
scanner. Mocking your neighbor’s 6 meter TVI on the local 
machine may quite possible be intercepted by him. 

The South Fla. FM Association (WD4SFG and WD4BVO) notes 
that they have over 250 members in the Miami area and that a new 
440 MHz repeater is ‘‘on the verge of being operational.”

NATHAN H. “‘NAT”’ STINNETTE, 
W4AYV # 1913-1982 
For over 50 years, entrepreneur, inventor, writer, publisher, 
VHF, CW, and RTTY enthusiast, Nat Stinnette, W4AYV, lived a life 
built around amateur radio, while suffering in silence the 


devastating damage of rheumatoid arthritis and, in the end, theé 


side effects of the prescribed steroids which allowed him to con- 
tinue so long and so well. 

About 25 years ago he augmented his bookkeeping career by 
printing QSL cards, first for the members of the Lake Amateur 
Radio Association, later for the rest of the world. He taught himself 
to etch and grind novice crystals and was a dealer for these and 3rd 
overtone crystals used in converters and the like. Also as a member 
of LARA, Nat published ‘‘Ham Salad,’’ the club paper. 

In more recent years, Nat became fascinated by solid state 
design and was widely known for his many articles and his designs 
for applying this knowledge to RTTY. Foremost of these is ‘‘NS-1 
PLL Demodulator”’ published first in RTTY Journal, October 1974 
and later included in their “‘Beginners RTTY Handbook,” and often 
cited as a reference by other authors. In 1979, his ‘‘Active Filter for 
RTTY” appeared in Ham Radio, as did his ‘‘Automatic CQer for 
RTTY” in 1980. 

One of Nat’s most valued possessions was a 50-year Certificate 
from ARRL. He was the co-founder of the ‘‘All Florida VHF Pic- 
nic’, one of the oldest continuous non-commercial hamfests in 
Florida. 

While Nat will obviously be missed by all of us who knew him 
well, his many accomplishments under some very severe han- 
dicaps will live on as an inspiration to those in a like condition, and 
even more so to those of us with reasonably good health.

The Commission has authorized use of new and experimental 
digital codes in the Amateur Radio Services at frequencies above 
50 MHz. 

The Commission authorized use of any digital code representing 
alphanumeric character, analogue measurements or other in- 
formation. As with the codes specified previously in the rules, it 
specifically authorized but did not limit uses to radio teleprinter, 
voice, fascimile, television, communications to control amateur 
radio stations, models or other objects, transference of computer 
programs and direct computer-to-computer communications and 
communications in various types of data networks, including 
“packet switching”’ systems. 

The FCC specified that use of all code must be to facilitate rather 
than to obscure the exchange of communications, and coded 
operations must be carried on in accordance with other applicable 
rules. It retained the prohibition against the use of unspecified 
digital codes on 50.0-50.1 and 144.0-144.1 MHz, frequencies 
designated for Al emissions (Morse code) only, and frequencies 
below 50 MHz.

How many times have you heard a station call CQ and wondered 
where the station was calling from? I am sure that all of us have at 
one time or another. 

Only a few short years ago, we would have at least known the 
broad geographical area from which the station was calling by the 
call area indicated in the station’s call sign or from the portable 
indicator. However, this has all changed. 

Portable indicators are no longer required by law and stations 
may now move from one call district to another without changing 
their calls. The result is that a W2 station calling CQ might be from 
the metropolitan New York area or he might be in Honolulu. There 
is no way of knowing where the station is until contact is made and 
you are told during the preliminaries of the QSO. 

There are many times when stations are tuning across the band 
looking for stations in specific geographical locations for one 
reason or another. Perhaps they are looking for a phone patch or 
maybe they want tosend a message to a friend. While most stations 
answering a CQ probably don’t much care where the caller is 
located, the addition of the city and state in the call certainly 

*wouldn’t hurt and it would greatly assist those who were interested 
in making contact with a certain area.

WHAT?’S A ‘‘BUG’’?

The word “‘bug”’ was a telegraphic term used on the land line long 
before Horace Martin invented the ‘“‘bug”’ as we know it today. 

The ‘Kings of the wire’”’ who could send good copy hour after 
hour used the expression ‘‘bug’”’ to describe the beginner or in- 
competent telegrapher, what we call a ‘‘lid’’ in c.w. Then the poorly 
designed semi-automatic keys started appearing on the wire 
around the year 1870. They had little or no damping causing the dits 
and dahs to run together. The ‘‘Kings” would have nothing to do 
with them and called them ‘‘bug’s keys” or “fit only for a bug’’ 
(lid). 


Things began to change in 1902 when Martin invented his first key 


that made automatic dits and manual dahs. It was battery operated 
and had two magnets used to immobilize the vibrator lever when 
the dahs were being made. This apparatus had eight pages of 
specifications and drawings, and was quite cumbersome. He called 
this key a ‘‘semi-automatic telegraphic transmitter.”’ 

No one, not even Martin, liked the battery operated model so in 
1904 he invented a key that is known today as the ‘‘Original”’. It was 
also the year that he copyrighted the word “‘vibroplex’’. This key 
differed from the present model only by the position of the dit 
contact on the vibrator lever. This was changed two years later.

Martin’s key gained popularity on the wire immediately. The | 


word “bug’”’ stuck with the semi-automatic key, but took on an 
entirely different meaning. Today it is the vibroplex company 
trademark.
